Canada Seeks Extradition of Alleged 
German Officer.

3.—Another 
international problem incident to the 
v.ar was thrust upon tie* Fnited States 
by the action of W erner Van Horn, 
vx ho, operating «>n the Canadian 
id»* j 
of the border, dynamited tie* railway j 
bridge over the St. Croix river and 
then escaped into this state 
A few hours later, in a room at a 
hot«*! here. Van Horn quietly submit­ 
ted to arrest, but immediately pro­ 
claimed himself an ofTieer of the* Ger­ 
man army ;«nd set up the claim that 
he had committed an act of war and, 
ha\ ing fled to a neutral country, could 
not be legally surrendered to an <*n<*- 
my of the fatherland. 
The Canadian authorities, however, 
at once instituted proceedings to ob­ 
tain the extradition of the prisoner on 
a charge of destruction to railroad 
property.
